The six programs include the Idaho Geological Survey and Forest Utilization Research based at the University of Idaho, 
the Idaho Museum of Natural History based at Idaho State University, Small Business Development Centers and TechHelp based at Boise State University, and the 
Scholarships and Grants Program housed within the Office of the State Board of Education.
